At .the present time 
no figures are available for any Can- 
adian colleges, but returns from' some 
American colleges show decided in- 
creases. : 

Altogether five Canadian colleges 
raised their fees for the coming year. 
Thr- were Toronto, Queens, McQlU, 
Dalhousle, and Manitoba. In Arts the 
rise in fees was as high -is $35; In 
Commerce up to $60; and iii Engin- 
eering $50. 

ï^o Figures Issued 
'No defl-^^tatement regarding the 
number^Iptudehts registered at Mc- 
Gill this year wUl be avaUable till 
Wednesday. From the applications to 
date, however, it is thought that the 
number will correspond very closely 
to that of last year. Although perhaps 
fewer undergraduates, there Is expected 
to be more students ..doing graduate 
work. Wilcox, the guardian of: stu- 
dent procedure in the law faculty, 
claims that he has more under his care 
than ever this year. 

At the University of Wisconsin the 
enrollment dropped between 1,000 and 
1,200 from last year's figure. The 
drop in the number of freshmen is 
over 250. Figures given for Colgate 
University show an approximate drop 
of 973 from last term. ■
